Plan for Circulating the Staudiiril Volumes 
of the American Tract Society. 

Tlie responsibility of ordering and procuring 
the hooks and superiuteiidiug their circulation lor 
a given portion of country, must be assnmgd by 
a Tract Sotdety, a church,'a eJergyman, or one or 
more individuals; and in case a state, or other 
considerable porlioii of country is to he supplied, 
and sufficient iiuans can he raised, great heiiefil 
will result from employing a qualified and cr 
eient -\gent to visit UlS churches and devote hi 
self to the work. 

For sorenviNG a Tow.vsnip or Cokoheqa- 
Tio.y. Tho hoidts being obtained, let a sorrnon or 
public statement be presented, (dearly sliowing tlie 
importance of relig ons reading; the Siaiidard ex¬ 
cellence of the Society’s vi.lumes, and the signal 
blessing of the H ily Spirit that has attended their 
circulation ; that different denominations of e.vuii- 
gelical Christians unite in issuing them; that they 
are sold at cost, and at the same price in all parl.s 
nf t'le country ; that the object of circufaiingthem 
is solely to promote experimental and practi¬ 
cal pieiy; and that an effort will be made imme- 
dia'.ely to give every family within the township, 
or congregation, an opportunity to purchase sucli 
as they desire. 

The subject being thus e.xplaiiistl, let the names 
of a sufficient nuiriher of individuals, male or fe¬ 
male, be obtained, to supply each a school district, 
or neiglihorhood, within a definite ])erlod,s;iT one 
or two weeks; and a S iperintendent he ap|)t>int- 
ed to furni.sh them the volumes, receive their re¬ 
turns, and keep the accounts. 

Raise funds, if iiructicable, sufficient to furnish 
a volume, by gift or loaii, to each family wher 
would probably be useTu', and which cannot 
supplied on sale. 

Roles for x Volume Distributor. See that 
the books are so carried and handled a.s not to be 
•oiled. 

Endeavor to induce each family to purchase one 
or more volumes, not as a charity to the Society, 
but for their own spiritual benefit. 

K -ep a meniorandum of the books sold, the 
monies received, and also of tho famili s who are 
Unable or tmwii tug to purchase, but who Would 
probably make a good use of a book. 

Return the books will;It are not sold, with the 
monies received, and a statement of your proceed¬ 
ings, to the Superinteiideiit, on oi before the lime 
•peeified. 

Books niust not be left with individuals t 
read until purchased ; as they would thus be soil¬ 
ed and rendered uns tleable. . 

Be kind and courteous, serious, prayerful, and 
earnest in your work, remembering that the sal¬ 
vation of precious souls may depend on your fi¬ 
delity and success. 

Endeavor to do something for the eternal wel¬ 
fare of every individual you meet. 

Rules for the SupERiNTr-.xDE.xT. Obtain a 
distributor for each school-district, or neighbor¬ 
hood; place ill their hands the requisite quantity 
of books; and fix the.time within which the dis¬ 
tribution is to be completed. 

Take an account of the amount of volinnes 
delivered to each distributer and their value, and 
•60 that the full amount is returned in volumes or 
money. 


SisGAPORE, May 16.1635. 

1 witnessed a scene a few days ago, which I 
feel bound to describe to my friends in Americs, 
who find it .hard sometimes to credit reports they 
bear respecting the horrors of heathenism. 1 re¬ 
fer to the ceremony of liooK-swinging. 

I was informed on Wednesday that a native of 
Himlostan would “ swing” at 'a short distance, 
perhaps M rods, from our medical dispensary, 
which is situatetl in the midst ot the native Jiart 
of tbe town. 1 went at the appointed time, but 
as the preparations were incomplete, notice was 
circnlated coon that tlie ceremony would be de- 
fisi-fed till Tliursday from 4 to 5 o’clock. 

On Thui-sday I went,in company with Dr. and 
Mrs. B. and iMrs. T., to the jdace appointed. 
We were late, but tiie ceremony: was not con¬ 
cluded. Tlie poor man was swinging in tbe air 
at the height of 20 or 30 foe.t from tbe ground 
by books fixed in the flesh of bis back. His 
whole weight Mas suspended cii these liooks, two 
in liuiTiber. He was soon let down, and tfn y 
gave him %ome, kind of drink, prolrab y exliilarn- 
fnig, and lie was raised again, and swung —’ — 
ronnd. 1 saw him .swing thus with iiiy owi 
and if any of my friends have ever doubted the 
truth of siich taels, I wish to have them under¬ 
stand 1 “siieak that 1 do know and testify that, 1 
liave seen.” 

Circiimstimcfs, which I need not detail, pre- 
euted my going to examine the man at the time ■ 
but Dr. B. who was with me and whose word 
equally worthy of confidence, arrived before he 
came down, as noticed above. He says be then 
seemed almost exhausted When he came down 
for llie last time, and the liooks were taken 
Dr. B. saw them dress the wounds, and sav 
hooks w th which they were made and felt 
his own hands the wounds of the devotee, 
savs there were two fiook.s, one of wliicli \va 
serted on each side of the back bone, a little, below 
the shoul er tilade; peiietrating ahon't an inch 
deep, and coming out about no inch and 
from the place when-it entered. 

At the same time there w is another m : 
iron rods run through the fit sh of tdssides, which 
he was pushing hack and forward, ns he dancoi' 
to tiie sound of music. Dr. B. saw the blood flov 
from tlie poor deluded man .as lie thus tortured 
himself; and saw his wniinds also dressed. 

After Dr. H. returned, I went and P.nw the 
myself. They were dancing still, or preti 
to he; but were so exhausted that they se 
scarcely aole to (Sup-ort tlieriisclvc's. They 
now lie-decked with a variety of fanciful 
nients.

Vardell, wereaiipoinled to hring in a niimitc, cx- 
pn'ssivp of the feelings of synod on this subject.” 
(Not afterwards introrinced.) 

Yiolatkix of THE Sabb.ith. It was report¬ 
ed that two of our memhers viz Daniel Frierson 
and Samuel Scott, han left on Sabb th morning 
for tlieir respective homes, It was ordered that 
tbe stated clerk write to the respective sessions of 
theclnirches to which those elders belong, inform-., 
ing them that they had withdrawn wilhmit le.ave, 
and that they had left Columbia on Sahhath morn¬ 
ing ; and enjoining upon these ses-sions to investi¬ 
gate the case, and send up their decision on it to 
the presbytery to which they belong. 

Prater f(')R Ministers. Rev. Mr. Cassels 
obtained leave to introduce the following re.soln- 
tion which was adopted. Resolved, That all the 
pastors and ministers within onr hounds he re- 
qiK-.sted to make spi'cial prayer in their congrega¬ 
tions on everv Sahhath fore oon, in behalf of onr 
Theolo.gicn1 Seniinary, that the labors of the pro¬ 
fessors may he blessed, the ntmiher and piety of| 
the sMidents increased, and its eiilire inierest.s en¬ 
larged and promoted. 

Rev. C. C. Joses, of Georgia, a Princeton stu¬ 
dent, and of late a preacher to the iiegros in 
Georgia, was np[)ointed [irofessor of Chiireh His¬ 
tory and Polity, in the Theological Seminary; to 
have a salary of $1500. 

A vote was pii.ssed with regard tosimplyingtlie 
destitute with the Bible.

Extrac' from the Journal of a Bethel Tract 
Distributor in Buffalo. 

In the discharge of my duty, J wa.' led to visit 
the business part of the city around the wharves 
and among the shipping. I sought to do good to 
sailors, forgotten,sailors who have few to care for 
their souls. I had heard inimh Said against the 
poor sailors; that they were drunkards, profane 
and addicted lo every vice. 1 thought in my 
heart as 1 walked along, if this he true, how much 
more are they entitled lo Christian sympathy anil 
efforts to do'them good. I.shall see for myselt, 
said 1, if they are so far lost to nil sober refli-ciion, 
good feeling, or a sense of duty, as to slight and 
treatwith contempt a proffered kindness. The 
first vessel 1 went on board was a Lmiihermaii; 
there appeared to he no one in command unless 
it was Alcohol. Three men only ippeared as lie- 
longing to the vessel; one a quiet, sober man of 
decent appearance. The second carried alajiit 
him unequivocal marks of recent and hahiiiial in¬ 
toxication—a red and bloated face anil hlood-sliot 
eyas, a stupidly vacant connteuance, a tottering 
aud uneven gait. The third, a son of Erin, was 
in <n state of excitement from strong drink, borde¬ 
ring on phreiizy. He stood on the cabin stairs, 
looking out at the door, bitterly cursing every 
thing, good and bad—and making use of the most 
disgusting ribaldry and shocking blaspheniy that 
can be conceived of. I stood looking upon the 
poor man,for some moments with ainazeiiicnt.-- 
Coiild this be a man made in the image of God.' 


I hesitated. Shall I offer the precious leaf from 
off the tree of life to cure his sin polluted sijiil ? 


My fears and unbelief said no: but faith said yes. 

1 tried to lift my heart to God in that moment of 
doubt and indecision, seeking for wisdom to g(iide 
me, and did not seek in vain. I spoke of God’s 
violated commandment—.“Thou shall not lake 
the name of the Lord thy God .iu vain. I'he de¬ 
cent, sober man at once acknowledged it was 
wrong. The least drunken,of the other two al 
length gave evidence that be could yet discern be¬ 
tween good and evil, but his language was that of] 
extenuation and not of self cond -mnation. The 
other, like the madtn .n and the fool, with scurrili¬ 
ty, blasphemy and abuse, turned the subject into 
ri(ficule. I gave each of them a trect and left 
them. The tracts were entitled ‘ The fool’s Pence.’ 
“Strive to enter in at the strait gate.” “With¬ 
out holiness no man shall see the Lord.” 

About a week afterwards, as I was pai _ 
through one of the water streets, I was accosted 
by a man whom 1 did not immediately recognize, 
who seized ray hand and shook it with much cor¬ 
diality. A more careful survey of his C(umteiiance 
brought fresh to my mind the,scene on board the 
ve.ssel, and tbe blasiihemer and drunkard stood 
biifore ine'cfothed in his right mind.’ His first 
exprpS.sion was one of thankfulnesii for the ti 
[ had left on hoard the vessel. His counteni 
was serene, his iiersou clean, his larjgiiage that of 
contrition. Surprised at al I saw, I asked him of | 
hia welfare. He said the little books bad done 
iiini good; they told him things that made him 
afraid; he had readtliero all and sewed them to¬ 
gether into one liook', that they might not be lost. 

I asked him by way of getting at the state of hi-s 
mind, if he still continued to drink. Be answer¬ 
ed, no sir, not from that day to this. And dont, 
you swear any more? No, indeed sir. After 
gone I took the little books aud read them, 


and found it was very ixrong fo drink and s'Vfc'rt 
and that same night themther man yw talked 

witli, sir, went-aiiii got A quart of whiskey and 

wanted m&to drink. I mid him it w^ wrong, 
and that be must not drink, and asked him why 
he deceived the man in the morning wneii ne 
siioke about being afraid of the. Alin-ghty, But, 
s;,id I, vou (Irani; some of the wh s.fey, (Tid you 
not ? - No, indiicri, I did not, Sir, it is God s truth, 
nor will I drink any more—God willing—nor 
swi af auv more, for it is all wrong, I am certain. 
Highly gratified at this evidence of a change of | 
character—if not a change of heart—I gave him 
a pocket Testament I had with me, and exhorting 
him to read it prayerfully aud attend to its jirecepts, 

I liid him adieu. 

1 have never doubted from the time 1 com¬ 
menced the distribution of tracts, but that they 
were calculated to exert a salutary and saying in¬ 
fluence ; but still I longed to be an eye witness ot 
their blessed effects that 1 might not only he ena¬ 
ble to believe, but also to feel that it, was a means 
of doing good, wliich God owned and blessed.-- 
And now, taking courage from experience of his 
mercy, *I cab venture forth with the tract in my 
hand and feel it is not m vain in the Lord, but 
that I so with an assurance of his blessing.

Bible S(» iety was organized in the siiriiig of 1834, 
and it wijs not until the Hiitnmn of that year, that 
we were tnabled to commence our operations. 
Since which lime, we have received siihscriptions 
ammintilig to $2,300, and have established a de-' 
positbry ill a ccniral part of the city, in wliicli.we 
placed ahout 4000 Bibles and Testaments in the 
English, French, Gei inan and Spanish languages. 

In the work of snpidying every destitute fa¬ 
mily in tlie city, the Female Bible Society have 
proinpiv undertaken to attend to all that iiart in- 
cluri'ed 'between Western Row and Broadway, 
extending north lo the canal. 

Some, sections are entirely completed, and otli- 
-S in a state of rapid progress. We fiave been 
favored with the perusal of reports from some of 
the (listriliuling emnmittee of the society, and 
would avail ourselves of copious extracts tlmre- 
from did the limits of this report permit. The 
Young Men’ Bible Society ,«tands|.ledged to fur¬ 
nish them Bibles to any extent they may need, 
and we depend much on their efficient coopera¬ 
tion. The reports of their visiting comniillees, 
already give proof of their zeal and fidelity, car¬ 
rying the lamp of 1 le into the dai.k lilaces of sin 
and diRsipalion. Tlie reniaining portions of the 
city have been visited by onr disiri'. liters, and 
everv destitute family willing to receive a Bible, 
Siipp'lied; excepting'tliat portion in the 
of Deer creek, whicli will be completed 
davs. 

About eighteen hundred families west of Wes¬ 
tern Row and lortli ofthe canal have been v 
ed, among whom iwo hundred and forty- 
families vverc destitute of the Bible. Ofih 
ahoiit 40 families, mostly Ruiniin Catholics, 
fused to receive uny.-Niueteeii-lweiitieths of| 
those that were (leslimt are not in the habit of 
attending religious vvni-shij). Many young fami¬ 
lies were found who had never heftire a Bible in 
tlieir houses. Many families, when they-.come to 
this city have no Bibles, and being .stranger.s, do 
not kiKiW where to attend religions worsfiip, and 
thus live for niomlis and even years, without the 
Bible or the preaching of the' gospel. All the 
ddstitiite, willing to receive Bibles were suj'plied, 
and, says one ofthe distributors, could tlie mem¬ 
bers of this society hear the expression ofgratitude 
ofthe verj' many |ioor families, whom they have 
furnished with the Bible, they would be amply, 
yea, doubly paid for all llieir'efforts. 

One poor wiitow, (says this distributor) when 
she received one of your Billies, .said her ‘ jirayer 
was answered’—she had been trying a long firtie 
to get a Billie for her daughter, and only the day 
previous had made an unsuccess nl application 
she said she would thank the,Lord and this so¬ 
ciety a ihonsaiid times, for the Bible. 

Another poor “ oinaii,.a,cripple, vyho supports 
ber.self by knitting, said, she did not livG entirely 
without the Bible, for she sometimes borrowed 
her neighbor’s, and w en I gave her one, (.says 
the distributor) she was thankful enough K 
for fifty Bibles. 

One'familiy found destitute were memh 
the first Presbyterian church, aiid-one ofthe third 
Presbyterian clmrch. 

Another family, n’lenibefs of the Methodist 
qhurch had not had a Bible for ten years. Several 
familie.s that' were rnemhers of ehurc,iie.s be¬ 
fore they came to this city were found vvitlum. 
Bihles—^had not ((lined any church, and attended 
no place of worshi[). 

One mother, daughter of a minister, had 
Bible. , 

On one occasion a distributor was visiting 
among the German poiHilation on Sptnrrday: tlie 
following sahhath the Roman Cath’oli- prie: 
warned his people not to receive books from an., 
society ; ad- ing, ‘you can get liooks of the right 
kind at the coffee hou e,’ refening to one ’ 
neiglihorhooi!. But notwithstanding tlie 
ings of their priest, many were not only willing, 
hut glad t() pot a Bible, n..^ w-

Catholic said, he knew his prie.st would be mad 
if he had the Bible; but, said he, 1 1 ve in a free 
country, and vvill read it when 1 choose, and the. 
priest shall never touch my Bible. In fact (says 


thisriisiribntor) many among them were induced 
to receive Bibles from the suggestion being made, 
that they were in a free land ami the priest had no 
power to take them away or prevent their reading 
them. . 

A German missionary whorh we furnished.. 

Bibles, gives l.he following sketch of the conver¬ 
sion of a Roman Cathqlic, at whose house he now 
occasionally preaches jn the suburbs of this city. 
He had served the !iriiiy in Europe, but has 
lived several years in the United States. Some 
time since, he says, while on a bed of sickness, ap¬ 
parently nigh unto death, his sins seemed in a 
vision to rise before him in battle array—bis soil! 
was filled with terror and his relig on gave no 
consolation: on recovering, he went to the priest, 
requesting the hook from which the priest got his 
text, in order,that he might see more clearly into 
the nature and gron nd of his religion. The priest 
rebuked him sharply for his arrogant curwsiiy. 
His anxietv was now greater than ever—even his 
dreams were about the word of God, until one 
morning lie took all the money he had, and went 
out to inquire in the city where be might find 
the word of God. He now read his Bible every 
night, and to use his own language, ‘could not 
stop’ —a flood of light broke in upon his mind, and 
he was unspeakably happy, although encountering 
the persecution and rage of his priest. He now 
wished a Bible for liis Catholic neighbor, and two 
weeks since (says this German missionary) when 
I gave him one from the‘Young Men’s Bible So¬ 
ciety,’ and told him that his nt-ighbor would be 
welcome to it, he was rejoiced, called in his wife 
to run and take it ■ ver— her joy and anxiety 
cany it instantly was still greater—she left every 
th ngand ran over The road calling to the neighbor 
while yet quite a distance from the house, ‘ 1 have 
got yon a Bible, I have got you a Bible,’ holding 
out the blessed ho k. as the other woman 
with tears of joy to meet her.' ' 

Another distributor says, a'lioor foreigner, who 
had the misfortune to have loth his legs broken, 
wished me to express lo this society, that he was 
truly thankful for a Bible in his own language. 

.Again and again, and many times repeated, 
was this society tli.iiiked. 

It is onr desire to furnish the Bible to all the 
'■migrants and hoatmini arriving or departing 
from this city—to place hiuidsonie bound Bibles 
on the cabin table of eveiy sleamtioat which 
lands at onr wharf—to furtiis i every destitute fa¬ 
mily in onr city nn:l coiiiily and stale: and this 
accompli.shed, to aid the .Americ n Bible Society 
in seiniing the Bible to tlie heathen world. 

Judge Esie, of Cinciiuiati, said that‘free 
inslitiitious ’ have existed, and Cju exist only 
under the light of the Bible.- Where does free¬ 
dom find a haven now, hut in Christian lands? 
It isonlyfin the Bible that the relations aud cor¬ 
respondent dmits of, man to man are laid down. 
The foundation of all social right is embodied in 
the golden r.de laid down by tlie Savior. This 
is the only rule which secures to man liis property 
aud his rights. In our own country, the first 
successful effort was in.ade in a nation of selft 
govertiment. The basis of the principles of our 
government is the Bible. Take ihe Bible away, 
and the whole fabric falls. Lessen its pracl c.i, 
influ nee, and you endanger its perpetuity. 
Let the B hie cease to be read and to he preached, 
and W(i%re undone. Would you perpetuate our 
lilieities, circulate the Bible. Would yon extend 
liberty to other natiotrs, send them the Bible. 
This is the work of the patriot as well as the 
Christian. I rejoice, said the judge, in conclu¬ 
sion, to see young men engaged in this cause.

■Why is not the Ordinary Preaching of the 
Gospel attended with greater Results 
In a late Spectator, we spoke of.tlie adapted- 
:ss ot protracted meetings to promote the con¬ 
version of men. Ministers and people go up to 
them vyilh nothing hut the subject of religion on 
the mind, praying ard expecting that the word 
preached will [irodnce its legitimate effect.— 
Should they regnlarly go up lo the house of God 
the Sabbath with the same feelings and ex¬ 
pectations, we should not need to ask the ques¬ 
tion at the head of this article. 

The great reason, then, vVby the ordinary 
preaching of the gosjiel is not attended with 
greater results, is, that the truth is so litlle kept 
before the mind. On the Sahbath. multitude-s. 
including many profossiusr Christians, go through 
their routine of hu.siness in the morning, get ready 
to attend public vvorship, and go up to the bouse 
of God, scarcely tlrinkiiig wherefore tlKjy have 
so done. They then listen, or pretend lo listen, 
to the discourse, return home, go over with the 
usual routine of business, and on Monday morn¬ 
ing, enter on the duties of the week, scarcely 
thinking of the previous Sahhath. 

Further, there are unusual attractions fo draw 
away the thonglits and conversation from per¬ 
sonal religion. The many benevolent objects of 
the day, and the multinide of religiims periodi¬ 
cals, are ajit to engross tbe thonglits and conver¬ 
sation, and vnlist the feelings, to the exclusion of | 
serious reflection and conversation on the a|)pli- 
catioii of truth to ourselves. This sort of talk 
and reading is all well in its place, but should 
not be allowed to obtrude on what is more i 
portant.
